With. a 
dexterity and acumen Irnly admirable he 
has foiled the inquisitive and baffled the 
impertinent. 

nilherto, by this time, fcin'.crrresldents 
hav’6 indicated who were to Serve in their 
Cabinet and the offices were already dis- 
tiibntcd. To the (,’ommitlee anhouncing 
to Gen. Grant the fact of his election, he re- 
plied that ho would not make known his 
ministers until their names were sent to the 
Senate for confirmation.

Welles is reported to be packing his 
household goods and preparing forrclire- 
mont in classic Connecticut.

The Revolution in Cuba- 

In spite of the effort of the Cuban au- 
thetritics to impress other nations with the 
idea that the revolution now in progress 
in the island is a small affair and hardly 
worthy to be dignified with the name of 
insurrection, from recent advices there c.in 
bo no longer be any doubt that the uprisiug 
is general and formidable. The in-Mirgents 
ere daily increasing in numbers, risonrces 
and boldness, and hold many important 
towns. They are well-armed, and equip- 
ped, and cominatided by officers of largo 
experience, anff tried valor. Almost the 
whole native population are in revolt. The 
revolutionists have achieved many impor- 
tant successes and defy the whole power 
of the government to dislodge ibera from 
the towns and territory they have won — 
Considerable reinforcements are constantly 
arriving from Spain. Lata accounts bring 
the intelligence that s Provisional Gov- 
fernment is in harmonious operation and 
that the revolution is spreading. The po- 
litical features of the new fovernment are 
proposed general emancipation, equal po 
litical rights for all colors, and a suffrage 
qualified by property orednention. Alieady 
the slaves of the wealthier patriots hare 
been set free. It is decided to bear no 
propositions from Spain looking to an ac- 
commodation or adjustment of pending 
troubles. Complete deliverance from the 
Spanish yoke and independence are aimed 
at. It is reported that an agent of the 
new administration will soon be inWa.sh- 
ington to ask thrvt belligerent rights be 
conceded to the patriots. As to what 
will be done should Cuba maintain and 
establish a separate nationality, there ap- 
pears to be some disagrcsmenl, biit the ma- 
jority are inclined, in that event, to ask 
protection from the United States, and this 
with the purpose of becoming eventually 
te member of the American Union.

Enforcing the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. 

A bill punishing with heavy fine and 
imprisonment, those Confederates who, be- 
foio their pnriiuipation in the rebellion, 
held offices under the Federal government, 
or under Stale governments, and look oaths 
to support the Cohslilulion of the I uited 
Sl.sles, lias passed the House of Represeiil- 
atives and is ISow pemlitig in the Senate. 
The ostensible object ol the bill is to reflcli 
the ease of ex Confederates who held of- 
fices by suffrage ot the people of the bor- 
der States. That it will fiiiHlIy pass both 
Houses of Congress there ia little donbl; 
and then the status of these offiee-hol leis 
will become an important question. ^Vill 
they surrender, terrified by- the congres- 
sional edict, or will they bold on’ W e 
learn that it is the da.sign of all to held on 
to their places, and to test the validity of 
the Fonrltfenlh Amendment a.s a j-ait of 
the Cohstiiiitiou of the Unite 1 St.sies. Ii 
is the opinion of ctiiineni lawyers that the 
said ametulniLiit was iie’-er ratified as the 
Constitution coiitemplato.s, eleven Slates 
being imliHcd to vote for it under coeruioit 
and tliioals of dlsfiaiicbi.sonieiit; and that 
the same i.s of no binding effect, having 
never been submitted to the l’re--.ident for 
liis signature. On llieae ami other gi oiimls 
it is believed that the holders of vidiiable 
offices will m-.\ko a stau.l ami have the 
(luestion soltlcd judicially whether (bis 
amciidment has ever really boeit adopted 
as a part of the Coustitutioii of the United 
Stales. 

A bill providing for the rc-distii- 
biitioU of till! National Rank ciirr<;pey ba.s 
passed the House of Reiueseiitativos. The 
object of it Is to give more eirctiHlion to 
the West and South. At ptcseiit the bulk 
of the iintionnl bank ciineiiey is scattered 
tliioiigliout the Eastei 11 and Middle States. 
The iiieasiiro as passed by the House will 
go to the Senate, but .sMious doul.ls are 
eiitertaiiied of its pass, age in the presenl 
form ill wliicfi it appeal s, or in any form 
that will be prodiictivcof good to the South. 
If it should go through, the surmises are 
that it will no clogged with such reefiic- 
tioiis as will deleat its purpose. Opinions 
are expressed that it will be so amended in 
the Senate as to allow no Soutliein State 
a participalton in its benefits unless the ro- 
constriiclihh policy of Congress with all of 
tbs arneudments to the consiiintion are ae- 
teepted. The bill is ceriaiiily right, and it 
would be bailed as a nie-isuie of healing 
and stiitcsmansliip. It cannot be denied 
that under the present di.sti ibulio'n of the 
National banking privileges, great injus- 
tice ilnd wrong are meted out to the We.i-t 
and South. The great need of ihese sec- 
tions now is money — a larger circolation. 
The West is in a state of constant expan- 
sion and iniprovement, and wants money 
to develop her growth, to Inilid up per- 
manently her prosperity and to make liei 
exaustlc.ss resources prodiieli ve. 'J'ho South 
too, needs and requires iiioio money. The 
war stripped her of property and the means 
of living and what the war failed to con- 
sume, has been oaten up by milili«y gov- 
ernments and the expensive schemes of re- 
cotistincticrn. If we, therefore, areto wit- 
ness the resurrection of Southern prosper- 
ity and a return of this section to the jio- 
sition of producers, capital must he moic 
liberally circulated among the impoverish- 
ed Commonwealths of the South. 

Brownlow’s ValedietoTy. 

Though the tyrant of Tennessee is re- 
poited in critical health, he has the strength 
to pay his parting respects to the Stale 
over which ho has loidcd with a high hand, 
in the shape of a proclamation dJclaring 
martial law over nine counties. The sus- 
pension of civil law means the rule of the 
militia; the quartering of negro soldiers 
and ruffians upon the Democrats of llie 
districts under (ho royal displeasnre. There 
is DO outbreak, no liirbuleiice, no stiibbsrn. 
rebellions and disordeily conduct in these 
counties. The Kuklux organization is not 
alleged to have an existence within their 
borders. This myth lias disappeared. — 
There is Do obstruction to llie administra- 
tion of law, and no good reason is or can 
bo given why the militia should be ttiined 
loose upon nine counties. I’eiliaps the 
only reason that can be assigned is that 
these connties are Democratic, and have 
refused to bow the knee to (ho Radical Baal. 
This declaration of martial law is a piece 
of pure. Tengeful spite — the last grip of 
the despot at the throat of bis subject. 

Fifteenth Amendment. 

It seems that the Radicals will never bo 
done tinkering with ihcConstifjtion. Two 
amendments have been aiided within a few 
years, and now the country is to be afflicted 
with another, known as the suffrage amend- 
ment. The two Hquscs disagreed and a 
committee of conference was appointed, 
whose wisdom produced the following pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution, to 
be submitted to the States: 

“AnTiCLE 15. The right of the citizens 
of th^ United States to vole shall net be 
denied or nbiklged by the United States, 
or any State, on account of race, color or 
previous condition of sorritude. 

“SiiC. ‘2. Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion. 

If the roquisile number of Slates ratify 
this amendment through their Legislatures, 
the dectrine of universal manhood suffrage 
will bo established.

The time for the decision of ibis ques- 
tion has ariived, and wo aioyet masiersol 
the silnation if We will Imt act proitijiily 
If wo wail a few years wo ran nevei en- 
ter upon a general State system of iniemal 
improvcmeiit. 

When .a lew mote ti link roads .shall have 
been luiill, those who live along ibo roiiie 
ol lliein will have a ditecl ihiviest against 
a general system, and, with llie aid I'f tiie 
penmioiis and old logics, will be able to 
deleat any aid appropi iaiiou bill that may- 
be submitted to the people. 

Fvety rOad tli':U is liiade will leiiiicelbe 
stp-englli of those who favor agetieial sys- 
lein. 

Upon the snhjeet of intein.-il improve- 
iiicnts liie people arc in advance id llioir 
rcpiesi niulivt s, and n-onld vote lo appro 
priatc any reasonable nmoiinl to linibliiig 
ailioads, if they w ere but pcisnadeil of the 
fact that ibeir ie|nesenlMlives bad iiinliired 
a plan wbicli would piove a vucress, aUd 
insnio the complelioii oflbo pioposeil loads 
and this I.egislatnie will win lasting bon 
or if they w:!l but patieiilly remain, iinlil 
they Inatiire aii'.l adiqit siicli a plan, and 
then subniit it lo the people for liieir intifi- 
eution. 

It will rcqiiife liiite and reflec-lioii lo mn- 
tni'i) a bill w bieb will »t oiiee be pnident, 
well-guarded, and at the same lima com- 
prebensive and liberal enough lo effeet its 
I iirposes, and to commund j>o[iiilnr sttp- 
poit. 

It would be far best to appropriate to 
tbreo or four gital trunk roads a siini siif- 
lieient lo insure their rapi.l eompletiofi. so 
that tlieii Inippy effeet ill developing the 
resources of the eoiinliy, atid mniliplying 
the taxable propeity in tlio Slate, ami iii 
r(‘iuining baiidsoine dividends into the 
rreasiiry, couM be soon felt and njqo-ei-iat- 
e 1; and to lely upon ibe road.s so made, 
and ibe dividends arising Iroiii the stock 
so taken by the State, to extend llie system 
tbrmigboiit the Stale, i'V making bran .b 
roads.

beeause the masses look too mueli to prox 
iinaie, and loo little to ultimate icsults, and 
it cannot liierefoie command siifficienl pop- 
ular snppmt.

'riic:c is danger under that system that 
iiiaiiy useless loads w ill ho pi ojeeted. n few 
miles of w bicli will be htade, aii-1 ibeSlO,- 
OUO per mile of those madciliawn from the 
tieasnry and the roads llieii abandoned, 
and that large ex rend it tires will thus be 
made without adequate results, and the sys- 
tem ffiecomo unpopular and i-'-tard .a cause 
it was intended to I'lomolo. But it is hop- 
ed that tliose dangers can, to a large extent, 
b-‘ guarded iigainst. 

To have a pioposiiion for Stnto aid to 
iiitciual impiovcmcnls lejectcd would be a 
Rad misfoi nine, and would deter those who 
seek popular favor fiofu soon placing 
aiiolbor one befoie the jieop'e. 

It lb -n iiecomes the piudent friends of 
tnlcriiAl improvemenl lo antivipalo, as far 
Bs possible, all the objevlions ih.il can and 
will be made lo any pliui, bill, or act it is 
propos-d to submit to tlio peojde for tlieir 
adiqition. 

The SI 0,000 per mile proposition will 
bo assailed in tlie mouiitnins as a bill to tax 
tlie wliole Slate to build railroads for tlie 
licli inteiior. Its opponents on tliestiiiiip 
will contend, with at least a show of jus- 
tice, that the poorer Hud mountain regions 
w ill be unable to procure a private, eouiily 
and city subseriplioii to tlie roads passing 
ilirougli lliose regions sufficient to enable 
them to get tlie benefit of ilie proposed 
State aid. 

It bar been proposed to ap]iropiiate a 
large .sum, to be expended in railronds, to 
divide the State into four districts, .and ex- 
pend one-fourth of it in each of tliem by- 
giving 810.000 or more per mile to each 
rqadinoa-ii district, to wbieb, within a 
given time, subseriplions should be pro- 
cured, wlii.-b, w ith the sum so appropriat- 
ed, would bo sufficient to iiistire the comple- 
tion of the road; and if any district should 
not in the lime allowed, take the steps ne- 
cessary to procure its .slinre ol the appropri- 
ation, then the Legislainre was directed to 
expend the same in the oilier districls if 
they took the requisite steps to procure it. 

Tlii.s plan would bo attacked in the 
moiiniain and otiter regions as one wbicli 
would finally tax tlieiii to build roads else- 
where, an I the penurious and iiiiiiitclligent 
of each district would contend that the 
whole nppi-opi-ialioti would be expended in 
the other districts. 

’liic common school c.aiise ia intensely 
popular ill the moiinlain counties and in 
many other pans ol the State, ami it would 
be well, in order lo seeme the support of its j 
friends to combine with the internal im- 1 
provenient bill some provision for the in- 
crease of the school fiiml, by setting apart 
to it the w hole or a portion of (be profils 
of the stock taken in railroad.s over and 
above so mueli thereof ns would pay the 
interest on the amount invested, ami a sink- 
ing fund with which (o pa/ tlie princi- 
pal. 

Conld- not some scheme be devised that 
would at once comhine the advantages and 
obviate the disadvantages of those named 
above, call to its aid the friends of popu- 
lar education, and command the support 
of a ma jority of the people of the Stale?
